Harding to keep warm had 'his .ears 
muffled and for this .reason dM not 
hear the train approaching. .Because 
of the many curves between Boca and 
Truckee the engineer .did'not .see the 
unfortunate lineman.'unitil'-- the 
, train 


rounded a curve.- 
He was then with- 


in a few feet of the velocipede and be- 
fore he could even sound the whistle 
the accident happened. It was near the 
station known as Martis Creek.. 


The velocipede .and rider were hurl- 


ed into the air a distance of about 
thirty feet. 
In falling Mr. Harding's 


head struck a rock, and this.more than 
anything else caused his death.. 
The 


body was not bruised or cut. 


Mr. Harding was' in the employ of the 


company about four months. He made 
his home in Truckee. About .two weeks 
ago his young- wife arrived from the. 
East and from that time until' his 
death, the couple made their home at 
Truckee. 


Deceased was quite well known, -in 


Reno. He was about. twenty?five years 


f age.
